January 9 


As Church Extension Fellowship Chairman Kenneth 
M. Haystead and Pastor Leonard Weston proclaim 
by the poster they hold: “JANUARY 9 IS CHURCH 
EXTENSION FELLOWSHIP DAY.” The congregation 
of the Pacific Grove First Assembly of God, of which 
Brother Weston is the pastor, was the first in our Dis- 
trict to join C. E. F. one hundred percent. The example 
of the Pacific Grove folks is indeed a worthy one for 
all of our assemblies. 

C. E. F. is a program which seeks to meet the chal- 
lenge of new communities: Those areas where, within 
the last few years, row upon row of houses and business- 
es have suddenly sprung up. These new developments 
impose restrictions which thwart conventional methods 
of establishing Gospel works. There are no old build- 
ings tg renovate and temporary structures or tents are 
prohibited. The only way is to build permanently ac- 
cording to a rigid building code that imposes financial 
costs vastly exceeding those we are accustomed to spend- 
ing on a new work. 

Missionary-minded people of our District are band- 
ing together to reach these new areas through C. E. F. 
Specifically, C. E. F. is a contribution of two dollars to- 
wards the erection of the first new church to be estab- 
lished in a promising location, and a pledge to contri- 
bute an additional two dollars to each subsequent new 
project. These calls will not be frequent; perhaps they 
will come no more often than once or twice a year. 

The San Bruno project, in which C. E. F. is current- 
ly engaged, though not strictly a new work, was chosen 
unanimously by the Committee. In this hustling city 
of nearly 20,000, just south of San Francisco, a foothold 
had been established with the erection of a spacious 
building. But this structure, though lovely on the out- 
side, was unfinished within. Its demands had served to 
discourage a succession of pastors and people, and had 
C. E. F. not intervened, the structure, and the Gospel 
work it represented, would have been lost to our cause. 

Today, the San Bruno assembly is thriving. Under 
the ministry of Pastor Edwin L. Cole, and with the help 
of C. E. F. funds, it has enjoyed a dramatic growth. The 
interior of the building is now nearing completion and 
almost all the necessary facilities have been installed. 
We have every reason to believe that this church, in a 
very short while, will be one of our strong, established, 
self-supporting assemblies. 

C. E. F. is catching the imagination of our entire 
District. For a personal investment of merely two dol- 
lars, each member of our Fellowship can actively serve 
in the establishment of a strong Assembly of God church 
in a promising community.

months to you.” And what a begin- 
ning it was! Liberation from bond- 
age; a.new covenant good for thou- 
sands of years; manna from heaven; 
water from the rock; quail just over- 
head; and best of all, the cloud and 
the fire. How little even Moses knew 
of what God would do that year. By 
faith he began, and miracles fol- 
lowed. 

But it isn’t enough just to begin 
again. It is important to find our 
niche, whether it be a doorkeeper 
in the house of the Lord or a shep- 
herd on the backside of the desert. 
Thank God He is still the Good Shep- 
herd and His sheep know His voice. 
To the soul who has no will but His, 
it is not difficult to ascertain the will 
of God. Then having found this 
blessed place, we may begin again 
the task, however impossible it may 
seem. Normally the door opens after 
the knock, the finding follows seek- 
ing, and receiving, asking. Our faith 
will be rewarded as we work. 

You failed before? Then try again. 
Wrote the poet, “Tis nothing against 
you to fall down flat, but to lie there, 
that’s the mistake.” Swallow your 
pride and forget your bruises; only 
get up and start again. What does it 
matter if there are jeers and taunts 
as you plod on. The race is not to the 
swift, neither the spoil to the strong, 
but they that endure to the end. 

All are not called to preach or 
teach. All are not leaders. Some, try- 
ing, have failed because they at- 
tempted a work God never intended 
them to do. Disillusioned, _ bitter, 
frustrated, they struggle on. Remem- 
ber Jeremiah in the potter’s house? 
He saw a vessel marred in the hands 
_ of the potter. “So he made it again, 
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as seemed good to the potter to make 
it.” Shall we begin again? 

George and Jim were brothers. At 
school George bartered for a one- 
stringed violin. He was going to be- 
come a violinist. Jim waited until his 
brother gave up then took over. He 
sawed on the lone string until he 
mastered five tunes. Without a word, 
their father went to the city and 
brought home a fine violin for Jim, 
and he became an accomplished mu- 
sician. In the meantime, George was 
saved and felt called to preach. His 
first sermon was to be delivered be- 
fore his kinfolk and friends. After 
reading his text, without being able 
to say a word more, he sat down, 
buried his head in his hands and 
weft. The congregation, dismissed, 
left him alone. He slipped out to find 
refuge in his attic-bedroom, vowing 
never to try again. But God wasn't 
through with him. The still, small 
voice reminded him of the one- 
stringed violin, of his struggle and 
failure and Jim’s success. George 
bowed his head and before God 
vowed: “Lord I have only a one- 
stringed violin of ability, but if you'll 
give me another chance, I will do the 
best I can with what I have.” George 
R. Staurt became, by the help of God, 
an instrument that thrilled and mov- 
ed and won thousands all because he 
dared start again. 


Few of us feel we have more than 
the one string of ability. But yielded 
to the Master, it will produce melody. 
And who knows, perhaps He may 
add other strings, and life’s music 
will be made truly harmonious. 

Reader, before you begin again, 
sense your inadequacy, your abject 
nothingness; then turn for a new 
vision of God through His Word and 
by faith in an all-sufficient Savior.

The Home 

J. Edgar Hoover recently issued 
the following: 

After reviewing the thousands of 
case histories which have poured in- 
to the FBI, I am firmly convinced 
that there are two factors in our out- 
look which if not checked will plunge 
us headlong into national decadence. 


The first is the failure of the home 
itself as the first classroom and sec- 
ond, our national indifference toward 
evil influences in our life which are 
beyond the immediate control of par- 
ents. 

Criminals are not born, They are 
the products of neglect, the victims 
of indifference, the results of an age 
which has tossed morality in the junk 
yard. Moral chaos and crime run 
hand in hand as they eagerly attempt 
to destroy peace, order and _ hap- 
piness. 

Unhappily, there are many homes 
where parents are untrained in their 
obligations to their offspring; .. . 
where unguarded talk is as regular 
as three meals a day; . . . where dis- 
respect for authority and criticism of 

officials are common _ occurrences; 
. where childish independence is 
encouraged and refractory conduct 
is condoned; . . . where breaches of 
discipline and antisocial whims are 
overlooked; . . . and where God and 
religion are considered too old-fash- 
ioned in an age dedicated to mater- 
ialism. | 

The children of such homes need 
help. The Sunday Schools can do 
much and are doing much to bring 
God and religion into the starved 
souls of these youngsters.

H-Bomb — Challenge to | 
Evangelicals 

“A Time to Speak’... If your 
nerves have just quieted down from 
seeing pictures of the H-bomb blast 
you'd better not read much more of 
this. Because science seems bent on 
trying to find a new and more hor- 
rible weapon for every letter of the 
alphabet. 

The A-bomb and the H-bomb, of 
course are old hat. But coming up 
are even worse weapons apparently, 
including the C (for cobalt) bomb, 
the N (for nitrogen) bomb, the G- 
gas, and the F (for freeze) ray. 

Christians have an imposing re- 
sponsibility and opportunity as a re- 
sult of all this ghastly alphabetism. 

The N-bomb is a mystery. Nobody 
will admit that it’s more than a pos- 
sibility. But scientists have said that 
it could very well be far more deadly 
in effect than the thermo-nuclear H- 
bomb. It is said to be based on use 
of the gas, nitrogen, instead of hydro- 
gen. The air we breath is chiefly 
nitrogen. If science gives it the nu- 
clear “hot foot,” it might solve all of 
man’s problems, except “where do 
we go from here.” 

The C-bomb is a little less potent 
only in that it may take a little long- 
er to wipe out the human race. Such 
a bomb is comparatively easy to de- 
velop, according to scientists.
